The original complaint was dis- 
missed Nov. 5, by Judge William 
Carroll, Woodstock, after hearing 
oral arguments by attorneys for 
Bracken and Pires. 


Judge Carroll told The Tele- 


•p-aph this morning that there 
would be no oral arguments on 
the complaint just filed by Pires, 
but that attorneys for both sides 
would submit written arguments 
to him. and he would draw his 
decision from' these briefs. 


Decision Due Soon 


The judge said that the dis- 


missal of the original complaint 
will stand regardless of how he 
rules on the amendment which has 
5£ist been submitted. He said he 
would reach a decision on Pires 
new claim within a few days. 


Attorneys for Pires, Miller and 


Guyer, Rockford, have indicated 
that if Judge Carroll also denies 
this latest attempt for a recount, 
they wil appeal the case to the 
Illinois supreme court 


The Illinois supreme court has 


never made a decision regarding 
« 


e counting of votes in a judical 
•ction although several Illinois 


attorney-generals have given their 
opinions holding the method used 
In counting the ballots in elec- 
tion of June 4.

'Unethical Conduct9 Brings 
Dr. Ivy 3-Month Suspension 
From Chicago Medical Group 


CHICAGO—(AP)—Dr. Andrew C. Ivy, internationally known 


physiologist, was found guilty of unethical conduct by the Chicago 
Medical society last night in connection with his part in the introduc- 
tion of krebiozen, controversial cancer drug. 


Dr. Ivy, 58-year-old vice presi- 


dent in charge of the professional 
schools of the University of Illinois 
since 1946, was ordered suspended 
from the society for three months. 


His suspension, a society state- 


ment said, was "for methods he 
employed in promoting a substance 
known as 'krebiozen,' in the treat- 
ment of cancer." 


Ivy at Meeting 


Ivy appeared before the society's 


council of about 100 members at 
last night's meeting but his state- 
ments were not made public. 


Later, Dr. Ivy in a statement said 


he was "not guilty of a breach of 
medical ethics. However, I shall 
not appeal and I shall continue the 
investigation of the merits of kre- 
biozen." 


The medical society's action in 


suspending Dr. Ivy was regarded 
as a disciplinary move. .However, 
Park Livingston, president of the 
University of Illinois board of 
trustees, said the board would dis- 
cuss the society's action at its next 
meeting Nov. 23. 


He Met With Council 


The society'said the council and 


its several committees had met 
with Dr. Ivy "numerous times in 
an effort to keep his enthusiastic 
activities, pertaining to the sub- 
stance, (krebiozen) on a plane 


where false hope would not be 
aroused in countless cancer vic- 
tims. 


"The cancer committee and the 


council felt that it was regrettable 
that Dr. Ivy would associate him- 
self with a drug whose physical 
and chemical properties were kept 
a secret. This was a specific viola- 
tion of medical ethics." 


The council said it "exerted un- 


usual care and diligence before 
making its decision because of Dr. 
Ivy's outstanding record as a medi- 
researcher and his achievements 
as a scientist." 


Announced in March 


Dr. Ivy announced the introduc- 


tion of krebiozen last March at a 
meeting of 100 physicians and sci- 
entists. At that time he said the 
drug had been tested on 22 patients 
in whom it had accomplished some 
improvement in health. He empha- 
sized, however, that krebiozen was 
not a cancer £ure but was a "new 
kind of medicine" that deserved 
further investigation. 


The American Medical associ- 


ation on Oct. 25 said a study of 
the case histories of 100 cancer 
patients treated with krebiozen 
failed to show the drug had "bene-

hearings and again in the Alger 
Hiss perjury trials. 


Chambers identified Reno as the 


person who supplied him with 
bombsights secrets for Russia. 


Reno has not been arrested al- 


though he contacted the U.S. mar- 
shal's office at Denver and offered 
to report when wanted. 


Reno is charged specifically with 


falsely and fraudulently concealing 
his former membership in th« 


Communist party when he answer- 
ed the loyalty questionnaire. Con- 
viction carries a maximum penalty 
of five years in prison, a $10,000 
fine, or both. 


Records show Reno was at 


Aberdeen from 1937 until he re- 
signed on Oct 22. 1949. 


Joined Reds In 1935 


Flynn said Reno joined the Com- 


munist party in 1935 while work- 
ing on a doctor of philosophy de- 
gree at the University of Virginia. 


In March, 1937, Flynn added, 


Reno became a Communist party 
organizer at Cumberland, Md., un- 
der the name of Lance Clark. 


A few months later—in July, 


1937— he took the civilian Job at 
Aberdeen. Flynn said Reno admit- 
ted signing a false statement when 
he accepted the job so he could do 
secret work.

Should Government Officials 
Be Given Courses in English?

NEW YORK -- (AP) — Some 


people complain they don't know 
what the government Is up to. 


This could be because of two 


reasons: 


1. Governments themselves—lo-

"When I got ready to introduce 


my first bill, I wrote it out and 
submitted it to the legislative bill 
drafting committee," he recalled.

There is another possible solu- 


tion, but it is too idealistic to be 
practical. All government officials 
should be periodically forced to 
take civil service examinations in 
ihe art of writing the common 
man's language—simple English. 


The trouble with that is too 


many politicians might find it de- 
pressing to be understood by the 
ordinary voter.

Weather bureau forecasters at- 


tributed the severe storms to the 
clash of cold air against the warm 
southern air whdich had extended 
over the Midwest the last few

trees uprooted and traffic slowed 
in many cities and towns in the 
path of the destructive gales and 
electrical storms. 


Winds Reach 100 MPH 


The federal weather bureau at 


Chicago said at least two or three 
tornadoes struck m Illinois. Winds 
reached 100 miles an hour velocity 
£a some areas. 


The large intense storm center- 


ed in Northern Wisconsin last 
night It brought showers and 
thunderstorms from the southern 
Great Lakes region 
southward 


through the lower Ohio Valley to 
the 
middle 
Mississippi 
Valley. 


There was heavy rainfall in the 
Northern 
Great 
Lakes 
region 


which changed to snow over the 
northern Plains states and parts of 
£0w North Central region. Up to 
six inches of wet snow covered 
Southern Minnesota, making traf- 
fic hazardous. Many 
telephone 


lines snapped as the heavy flakes 
froze to the wires and felled poles. 


7 Persons Injured 


The seven persons injured in 


tornadoes were in the Southeast 
Missouri-Southern Illinois region. 
The twister skirted a narrow path 
through rural areas east of Parma, 
4f.o., injuring one person. It skip- 
ped northeast across the Mississip- 
pi river and struck the business 
district of Campbell Hill, HI., a 
community of about 800. Seven 
person* were injured, two serious- 
ly.Anothec twister hit in Central 
Illinois, in & narrow belt from 
Mason City, about 30 miles north 
of Springfield, to Hudson, 12 miles 
north of Bloomington.

There Are Signs of 111 Omen 
In Reds' New Air Challenge 


The air war in Korea has taken a new turn in recent 


weeks. And it is raising some uncomfortable questions about 
the status of the American air force. 


Consider, for example, a raid over northwest Korea not 


long ago by nine B-29's. Russian-built MIG's shot down 
three—one-third of the total—and damaged nearly all the 
rest. Though the numbers involved were relatively small, 
aviation experts believe this incident casts serious doubt on 
the future usefulness of the B-29 against jet interceptors. 


In further illustration of the handicap this famous 


bomber faces in Korea today, on another raid eight B-29's 
had to have the protection of no less than 112 fighters. This 
huge ratio of fighters to bombers would once have been re- 
garded as unjustifiable. 


Plainly, it is now tremendously costly in terms of planes, 


men, fuel and money to send B-29's into combat against 
high-grade jets like the Russian MIG. By implication, the 
same handicap would face use of the larger B-36, a jet-assist- 
ed aircraft overwise powered by conventional engines. 
»

These planes simply do not have the speed they need to 


fend off the streaking jet attackers. The only alternatives 
to employing a heavy fighter screen are to use the B-29's at 
night, to send them out to bomb by radar in weather discour- 
agirig to.fighters, or to bomb parts of Korea where fighters 
based in safe Manchuria might fear to go. All these tactics 
are being tried. 


But the mere fact that they must be resorted to seems 


to be the handwriting ont he wall for medium and large con- 
ventionally powered bombers. Air force men are said to be 
casting eyes covetously already, toward the B-47, highly 
touted jet medium bomber just now getting into real pro- 
duction in the United States. The B-47, however, is still a 
long way from'readiness for war in Korea. 


In the meantime, our airmen will have to sweat it out 


with what they have. They face not only intensified use of 
enemy jets but greatly stepped up Communist anti-aircraft 
defenses. We are frequently losing planes to ground fire. 


Since we are employing our air strength offensively, it is 


natural our losses should exceed the enemy's. Too often 
this fact is obscured by the tendency of American battle 
accounts to lump Red losses together, as if there was no dis- 
tinction between planes destroyed, probably destroyed, or 
merely damaged. 


From the start of the Korean war in 1950 up to October 


of this year, this country lost 536* planes to enemy action 
and an estimated 667 through operational accidents—a total 
of 1203. In the same period, we claim the Reds lost 324 in 
combat, and probably suffered loss of another 300 in acci- 
dents. 


There are many reasons for this showing: the greater 


number of U. S. planes in combat, their use in close support 
of troops (not matched by the Reds), the sanctity of Com- 
munist bases from our attack, the .Red anti-aircraft bat- 
teries, and our offensive tactics. 


But while it is plain why we are losing two planes'to 


every Communist craft downed, this story of air warfare 
in Korea affords us no'grounds for glib complaceny over 
our superiority in the air. 


With the future of our existing bombers in doubt, and 


Red defenses against all our craft mounting in effectiveness, 
we had better face it: We are getting a real air challenge 
that has meaning far beyond the limits of barren Korea.

Only Treatment for Lack of Sugar in Blood 
Is to Eat More Sugar-Containing Foods

The first three questions today 


are related to the diabetes prob- 
lem. 


Q—I have too little sugar in 


my blood for hypoglycemia, which 
is the opposite of diabetes. If I 
don't eat extra sugar I get tired 
easily. 
Is there any cure for 


this? 
—G.F.G. 


A—In a case of this sort, the 


cells in the pancreas which manu- 
facture the substance which burns 
sugar In the blood are working 
overtime, leading to too little su- 
gar in the blood. 


There is probably little that 


can be done for this other than to 
keep on eating extra quantities of 
sugar-containing foods at 
more 


frequent intervals than a normal 
person.

Q—Please explain the cause of 


glycosuria. I am not a diabetic 
since the laboratory test shows 
sugar in the urine hut none in the 
blood. 
—E.H.P. 


A—The cause of this condition 


is not known. What happens is 
that the kidneys, which normally 
prevent sugar in the blood from 


passing out in the urine, let some 
of this sugar through, so that it 
will show in the urine even though 
the amount in the blood is nor- 
mal. 


This is called renal glycosuria. 


Sometimes this passes over even- 
tually to diabetes, but sometimes 
not. Many people have glycosuria 
ot this kind for many years with- 
out apparent harm to the general 
health.

"How should the diamonds be 


played in this hand?" asks a Chi- 
cago reader. "You need only four 
tricks in the suit to make the 
contract, so it looks very easy at 
the start. In our club we had three 
different methods, each with its 
advocates. How would the experts 
play this combination? 


The problem is not only to win 


four diamond tricks but also to 
make sure that East doesn't win 
a diamond trick hi the process. If 
East won a diamond trick, he 
would return the queen of spades, 
and the defenders would then rat- 
tle off four spade tricks to set the 
contract. That would entitle South 
to sit in the corner with a nice 
high dunce's cap on his head. 


This danger rules out a simple 


finesse of the jack of diamonds. If 
South begins by doing that, East 
must win a diamond trick with his 
remaining king-ten. 


Two possibilities remain. After 


winning the first trick in dummy 
with the king of hearts, declarer 
may return a low diamond from 
dummy and finesse the nine from 
his own hand. The other way is to 
lead the queen of diamonds from 
the dummy as the first play in that 
suit 


Either method will bring in all 


five diamonds as the cards lie. 
Moreover, either method assures 
the contract of three no-trump no 
matter how the diamonds are 
placed. At worst, West will win 
one diamond trick; and then South 
cannot be prevented from taking 
nine tricks. 


The difference is very slight. If 


West happens to have the blank 
ten of diamonds, he will win a trick 
when the nine of diamonds is fi- 
nessed. West will not get a trick, 
however, if the queen of diamonds 
is led from dummy. 


The difference is onlv 20 points, 


and it will seldom occur. Neverthe- 
less, an expert is the sort of fellow 
who doesn't throw 20 pomta down

done more to hurt family living 
than anything that has happened 
to houses in the last quarter of 
a century.

As for its being waste space,

Potentialities Rich 


The rich potentialities of littr- 


ature for stimulating the whole- 
some development and healthy 
adjustment of boys and girls are 
just beginning to be realized by^ 
teachers and parents. We must be 
concerned with attitudes toward 
reading and the establishment of 
habits of reading which will in- 
fluence growth in such desirable 
ways as understanding other peo- 
ple better or feeling the positive 
effects of achievement connected 
with succssful reading. 


Dr. Leigh Mudge, American edu- 


cator says, "It is not true that any 
kind of reading is better than none ^ 
at all; furthermore, no book or 
magazine is neutral in effect." 


This we believe is certainly true 


of children's reading; what they 
read contributes to mind and char- 
acter. 


Must Develop Attitudes 


Therefore developing the right 


attitudes toward books is almost 
as important as teaching children 
to read. For too long the school £ 
clung to the idea of the students * 
knowing one book well.
